The town negro is tuo cunning to go to 
Kansas. He wants no frontier life, no 
work of any kind. Hehas a definite 
idea of Kansas, but the really valuable 
colored laborer hastens away, in ignor- 
ance and aspirit of unrest, to a land 
that will prove a sad delusion to him, 
as it has to thousands of eastern whites 
who went before him. 


The papers of Tennessee differ as to 
the causes of the movement. 
It is believed that unscrupu- 
lous railroad runners have some- 
thing to do with this sifigular western 
fever. Itis not believed that politics 
is the impelling cause, although some 
of the emigrants doubtless think they 
are going toacountry in which they 

will be major generals, policemen and 
all thai. The negroes say they cannot 
get work,aud hence they go where 
they can. Thiscannot be true just at 
the present, for there is plenty of farm 
work in Tennessee. It may however 
be true in some seasons of the year. 
But many of those who are emigrating 
have empleyment, and they st Icast 
must be the victims of some cruel de- 
lusion. 

lp the long run, says the Nashville 
American, ““Tennessee would be bene- 
fited rather than injured by a gradua. 
exodus of the restless race. The great 
obstacle to white immigration among 
us has been that the European is as 
unwilling to compete with the freed- 
man as he was with the slave, or as 
the American is with the heathen Chi- 
nese. Wecould hardly expect negro 
labor leaving our farms to be instantly 
replaced by white labor, but in the in- 
terval occurring our own people would 
from the circumstamces of the case be- 
come moré industrious and thrifty.”

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Mr, #AULK- 
NEk, of the committee on foreign af- 
airs, reported a bill in regard to citi- 
eres and to-detine certain rights of 
United States citizens in foreign coun- 
tries. 

After a short debate it was postponed 
to Wednesday. 

The house took up the bill reported 
oy Mr. DovG.as, of Virginia, chairman 
of the committee on the Freedmen’s 
ovank, to amend the charter of that in- 
stitution. Mr. Dovaiass said that he 
iid not eare to address the house now, 
but waated to yield the floor to his col- 
league, Mr, Bradford, of Alabama, who 
desired to oifer some amendments to 
the bail. 

Mr. Bravrorp offered a substitu e for 
the first three sections, The substitute 
requires the secretary of the treasury 
to appoint a good aa competent man 
(Oo take charge of and wind up the af- 
iairso{the bank, the secretary to re- 
iain a general sup-rvision of the com- 
missioner. It differs from the bill of 
the committee in this respect that the 
iatter only provides for the appoint- 
ment Ofa single commissioner in case 
4 the death or resignation of each of 
the present three commissioners. 

Mr. Braprorp addressed the house, 
insisting that action on the subject was 
due to the sixty-odd thousand deposit- 
ors of the Freedman’s bank who were 
principally colored people living in the 
southern states; that it was a duty 
which congress ought not long:r to 
shirk, particularly in view of the iact 
that congress was to some extent res- 
ponsible for the losses of the depcsitors. 
He traced the dowafall of the bank to 
thatamendment of its charter which 
permitted the bank to make loans on 

eal estate security instead of as before 
on United States bonds. He argued 
against the views of the majority of the 
comnrittee, who hold that the present 
commissioners cannot be removed by 

congress. He could not conceive 
how this office of their’s was a_proper- 
ty. They had no beneficient interest 
whatever in the property, or rights of 
the original corporators. He propos d 
t» relieve them of their office and to 
have one man appointed, on whom the 
colored men could rely with greater 
security. He declared that for the year 
and a half that these three commission- 
ers have been in existence, they had 
expended $150,000, and had only de- 
clared a dividend of tw enty per cent. 
Two of them performed no duty what- 
ever, and paid out of ther salaries $500 
each to the third commissioner, Mr. 
Leipold, who discharged all the duties 
of the tifree, and his conduct, he ( Brad- 
ford) would account to the house. He 
‘sserted that no such stupendous 
fraud as this Freedmin’s bank had 
ever existed under the protection of the 
government, and it seemed wonderful 
to him that such a fraud could have ex- 
isted in Washington, unchallenged by 
the authorities and especially 
by those who had taken the 
colored men under their special pro- 
vision and care, and quoted extensive- 
ly from the testimony of Anson M. 
Sperry, the bank examiner, and other 
witnesses as to the frauds and irregu- 
larities in the management of the bank. 
Some ofthe testimony was in elucida- 
tion ofa transaction by which the bank 
lost about $100,000 with the famous 
Sencca stone company which he char- 
acterized as a bogus institution, in 
which several distinguished gentlemen 
commencing with the president and 
ending with Caleb Cushing,were stock- 
holders. He quoted from the testimo- 
ny of a colored physician of Washing- 
ton, Dr. Puris, one of the trustees of 
the ‘bank, to the effect that the cash- 
iers at almost all the branches were 
scoundrels and thieves,and made no 
bones ofitand that almost all of them 
were mnisters with large Suuday 
schools. He declared that the ad- 
ministration of the Ireedmens’ bask 
bad been a parallel with 
the administration of the government 
of the southern states ever since the 
so-called rehabilitation of those states. 
In his own state the district and cir- 
cuit courts of the United States had 
tyranized over the people without re- 
gard to their rights, of person or of 
yroperty, and yet the people of Ala- 
am wouid abide by tbe adjustment 
of 1868, whereby a new ciyilization was 
imposed npon them. 

It was slanderous to charge the peo- 
ple of the south with any idea of im- 
pairing the obligation of the national 
debt, or of disregarding the claims of 
the maimed soldiers. The people of 
the south were no longer cunfederate 
citizens. The confederacy was dead 
long ago, and nobody thought any 
longer about it, except as an unfortu- 
nate incident in history. He denied 
that the people of the south expected 
to be paid cs any of the losses sus- 
tained by them during the war, and 
although a few such claims had been 
presented, there would be 
no concerted attempt to press 
those claims for spoliation, and 
no such claim would be ever supported 
by the democratic memb rs from the 
south. He appealed tothe members 
of the house to do justice to the south 
and no longer to belicve that people to 
be outlaws or hypocrites. t them 
have a good government anda whole- 
somé administration of justice and they 
would be as true friends to the colured 
people as could be found on this conti- 
nent. Hedid notbelieve that there 
was any purpose on the partof any 
considerable portion of the repunlican 
party to perpetuate the rule that had 
existed inthe south since 1868. It 
would be a calamity to the whole coun- 
tryand especially to the south if an- 
other administration of the same sort 
were to control the government for four 
years tocome. Noaction.
